Heavy Shipments Abroad Today and the 
Reserve Dwindles. 


‘SURE TO BE MORE BONDS 


(a Member of the Syndicate Makes an 


\ Authoritative Statement. 


THEY WILL CJNTINUE TO DEPOSIT GOLD 


But It May Be That They Cannot Keep 
Up the Reserve—Lazard Bros. 
Drop Out of the Syndicate.

New York, September 13.—Mr. J. 
Piermont Morgan, when asked i to- 
day as to the reported rupture of the 
government bond syndicate as indicated 
by the reappearance of Lazard I'reres as 
heavy shippers of gold, said: 

“There has been no rupture; the syndi- 
cate is going on just the same, trying to 
help all it can, but its obligations expired 
gome time ago,” 

Asked if he did not anticipate a decrease 
in the supply of bills against cotton and 
breadstuffs, he replied in the affirmative 
and expressed some surprise that a greater 
supply of bills was not in the market. 
The president cf a large downtown bank, 
which is a member of the syndicate, said 
that he thought it was going too far to 
gay that the syndicate had been disrupted, 
githough its members may have concluded 
not to depesit any more gold at present 
On the other hand, subtreasury officials 
express ccnfidence that the impairment of 
the treasury gold reserve by the exports 
will be made good. 

The Syndicate’s Position. , 

In respect to the gold engaged in this city 
tceday for shipment by tomcrrow’s steamer, 
the United Press is authorized by the bond 
syndicate to mak? the following statement: 
The impression has become general that 
the members of the bond syndicate entered 
intO an agreement with the United States 
this year to maintain the $100,000,000 reserve 
yntil October Ist proximo, and that upon 
that date said obligation will cease and 
terminate. Such is not the case. The bond 
syndicate fulfilled all its obligations to 
the government in June last and has not 
yet since been bound in any way to the 
treasury. It is true that it has from time 
to time since June last paid over various 

“gums in gold coin to the treasury, which 
have sufficed to maintain the reserve, but 
jt has done so voluntarily and will con- 
tinus to do so in the same spirit and for 
the same motive. So far as October Ist 
is concerned, it has no relation to the 
action of the bond syndicate and it will 
continue to deposit gold until November 
ist, D2cember ist and January Ist if nec- 
essary and if existing conditions make it 
fesible to do so.

Carlisle Will Not Talk. 
Washington, September § 13.—Secretary 
Carlisle positively declined this morning 
to express any opinion on the subject of 
the heavy withdrawals of gold at New 
York for shipment to Europe tomorrow. 
He was advised early in the day ‘that to- 
day's withdrawals would likely approxi- 
mate $3,000,000. Some surprise was express- 
ei that Lazard Freres, original mem- 
bers.of the bond syndicate, had joined in 
the gcld export mcvement, and speculation 
Was indulged in to the effect that it meant 
an end of che syndicate agreement to main- 
tain the gold reserve. Still there was no 
explanation vouchsafed and treasury of- 
~ ficials are apparently as much in the dark 
as the public as to the syndicate’s inien- 
tion and purposes. As a means of Ob- 
taining gold, Secretary Carlisle accepted 
the ofier of several parties to supply gold 
at New York. He agreed to give them the 
government contract rates for shipments 
of currency from Washington to any point 
designated upon their depositing gold .in 
New York, provided the gold so depositec 
Was not withdrawn from the treasury. At 
present shippers have to pay . bankers’ 
fates, which are considerably higher than 
the government rates. 3 
It is thought that considerable gold will 
be ‘obtained ‘n this way.

SAVANNAH’S EXHIBIT. 


The Naval Stores Men Will Have an 
Odd One Here. 


Savannah, Ga., September 13.—(Special.)—

- DUNRAVEN SULKS. 


He Takes His Defeats Petulantly, but 
Can Be Forgiven. 


THE RACE COST HIM HEAVILY 


Yachting Men in New York Would 
Like To Patch It with Him. 


VALKYRIE {ll 1S NOW BEING DISMANTLED 


Her Owner Declines To Sail Against 
the Defender in Boston Bay or 
Anywhere Else. 


New York, September 13.—This morning 
found the Defender and Valkyrie anchor- 
ed off Bay Ridge, the center of such a 
group of yachts as only an interest in a 
cup race brings together. Defender was 
decked in a full dress of colors. There 
was a fresh breeze and a choppy sea and 
the big single-stickers rode and courtesied 
under their influence. The Valkyrie and 
her tender left Bay Ridge in tow for Erie 
basin at 9:20 o’clock. It was after ll 
o’clock when Mr. Iselin, who had spent 
the night in the city and had come down 
to the Atlantic Yacht Club in'the steafn 
yacht Neckar, put off in a launch to the 
Defender. The tug Wallace B. Flint went 
alongside and put a line aboard. Mrs. 
Iselin was on the Defender with her hus- 
band. 

As the yacht got under way, in?tow of 
New Rochelle, one of the yachts anchored 
close by burst forth a salute from her 
gun and other yachts taking the cue joined 
in a noisy ovation that lasted twenty 
minutes and sounded like the bombard- 
meat of a besieged town. Valkyrie, in 
tow of the Lewis P. Oliver, arrived at Erie 
basin shortly before 10 o’clock. The Brit- 
ish boat was warped in between the steam- 
ship George W. Clyde and the ship Carn- 
hill and her sailors were put to work at 
once stripping her. By noon her topmast 
and much of the top hamper had been re- 
moved. 

Lord Dunraven was 
Glennie, his representative, 
Valkyrie would start on her homeward 
voyage as soon as she could be got in 
trim for the passage. He said the Valky- 
rie would not enter any race for a special 
cup under any conditions.

Ex-Commodore  S8S. Nicholson Kane, 
chairman of the regatta committee, said 
that he regretted the manner in which 
the races wound up, but that Lard. Dun- 
raven at the last moment made requests 
which the committee could not grant. Mr. 
IKXane continued: 

“If we had acceded to his request to 
call it no race if at any time oue cf the 
boats was interfered with by steamers it 
would be unfair to the other hoat if she 
were winning. We did all that we possibiy 
could do to keep a clear course and pre- 
vent interference und offered to postpone 
the start until the course was clear. I 
don’t know what more we cvuld do.” 

Mr. Kane said he Knew of no arrange- 
ments for races off Marblehead or any 
other place. He said it rested with Lord 
Dunraven whether he would race any more 
in American waters.

The opinion most generally held 1s that 
he was beset with difficulties, esp2vcially 
abhored hy him, though in some quarters 
it is thought that he was possibly hasty. 
Knowing Lord Dunraven's temper, those 
holding this view hope that he will be 
willing to arrange for a contest between 
his boat and the Defender over sonie uther 
course than the one off Sandy Hook and 
especially that he will consent to resail 
last Tuesday’s race, whith was given to 
the Defender by the cup committee.

ON TO ATLANTA NOW 


Grand Army Members Leave Louisville 
for the Exposition. 


SOME WILL STOP ON THE WAY 


They Will Visit the National Park at 


Chickamauga. 


A REPORT IS MADE ON PENSIONS 


It Is Insisted That a Pension Once Le- 
gally Granted Is a Vested Right. 
A Brilliant Ball Given. 


Louisville, Ky., September 13.—A week 
of colossal festivity such as no previous 
Grand Army encampment has witnessed 
was brought to a fitting close today with 
a barbecue of mammoth proportions. All 
night long an army of employes were ut 
work in Wilder park preparing trenches 
and building fires, while under a big tent 
a hundred thousand pounds of meat, twelve 
thousand gallons of burgoo and twenty- 
five thousand loaves of bread were stacked 
in readiness for the feast of this after- 


noon. 
The number of injured by last night’s 


accident is placed at sixteen by the po- 


lice. 

The soldier boys killed in the Caisson 

accident were buried this afternoon, 
The Grand Ball. 

At 10 o’clock tonight, when the bugle was 
sounded for the grand march of one of the 
most brilliant bails ever given in the south, 
the Grand Army encampment of '9% passed 
into history. Eight thousand of the leading 
citizens of Louisville and visitors from 
abroad participated in the function and the 
array of keautitul faces and gorgeous toilets 
combined to create an entrancing scene. 

Colonel Lawler and Mrs. John A. Logan, 
and ex-Governor Simon Buckner and Mrs. 
Wallace, of Chicago, gave a reception to 
the encampment officials and delegates 
while the festivities were in progress. The 
exodus of visitors was on in earnest all 
day, but thousands whose faces are turned 
toward Chattanooga and Chickamauga 
will remain over until Saturday and Sun- 
day. In every respect the encampment 
has been an overwhelming success. When 
the delegates reassembled today several 
hundred failed to respond to roll call. The 
absentees were roundly scored by Colonel 


Lawler, who objected to the drudgery of 
the work being,left for a few. 
The Report on Pensions. 

The report of the committee on pensions, 
composed of one representative from each 
state and territory, was listened to with 
profound attention. In part it was aw fol- 
lows: 

“The Grand Army of the Republic in na- 
tional encampment convened, speaking not 
in its own behalf nor in any wise for its 
own interests, but for its worthy, reedy 
and suffering comrades, who in the days 
of their youth gave to their distressed cc-un- 
try all that they had and all that they held 
dear, in order that the union might be pre- 
served and that the sunlight of liberty 
might shine undimmed throughout the 
whole land they loved, appealing to the 
whole people for justice, solemnly protests 
against a policy which would deprive, di- 
minish or impair the liberal provisions 
made during the past thirty years for the 
man who had borne the battle and for his 
widow and orphans. In recognition of ‘the 
sacred crust imposed upon them by the im- 
mortal Lincoln and the unselfish service 
rendered, a grateful people has striven for 
a third of a century to measurably relieve 
the suffering of its distressed veterans and 
make recompcnsc for the trials they had 
endured and the services they had rendered. 
Wise and liberal construction had prevailed, 
in accordance with recognized iegal princi- 
ples, applicable to remedial legislation; so 
that the remedy sought to be provided 
should be furnished, and the trust so im- 
posea and recognized fully and 
faithfully carried out, but as the 
years have passed, the smoke of 
battle blown away and the war itself 
became a memory and passed into his- 
tory, a generation has come on that ‘knew 
not Joseph,’ and in some quarters the old 
soldier has come to be looked upon scme- 
what in the light of a burden instead of a 
patriotic privilege, as he should still ap- 
pear when viewed in his true character. 
Deferring to this view—wholly unworthy of 
a great and patriotic people—constructions 
have been given to laws—wise and just 
in themselves—by and under which burdens 
and restrictions have been imposed upon 
those ill able to stand up under them, and 
the just provisions authorized have been 
grudingly doled out as though laws ,ass- 
ed in the interests of the pensioner as a 
just recognition of the obligations cf the 
country were crimihal laws to be strictly 


construed,and the beneficiaries thereof were - 


public enemies, or parasites, seexiag un- 
just admission to the treasury cf the 
United States. 

“The representatives of the people, in 
congress assembled, recognizing the deep 
sentiment of gratitude which justly per- 
vades the entire community when removed 
from the insolence of. office, solemuly ce- 
clared that a pension once granted on ac- 
ceptable and accepted evidence, constitut- 
ed a vested right of which the possessor 
could not be deprived except by due pro- 
cess of law, and we insist that this salu- 
tary and patriotic provision shall le car- 
ried out with the utmost good faith, to 
correspond with the high character of the 
obligation recognized as awing. 

“Receding from no position heretofore 
taken, reaffirming all our previous declara- 
tions, on the subject we specially demand 
a liberal and just construction of the laws 
passed for the benefit of the pensioner, to 
the end of that his declining’ years may 
not be harassed with doubts born of dis- 
trust, or the difficulties thrown around him 
by a rigorous and restricted construction 
of laws passed to relieve his necessities.”’ 

Comrade Semple, of Pennsylvania, decid- 
ed that the report did not go far enough. 
The encampment should demand the re- 
storation of every veteran dropped from 
the rolls with the payment to him of ev- 
ery dollar of which he had been unlawfully 
deprived. This sentiment was cheered, 
and the report was unanimously adopted. 

There was a spirited debate over a reso- 
tion submitted by the department of the 
Potomac, praying that congress pass a 
law imposing a penalty for violation of 
the veterans’ pension law. 

The committee reported against the reso- 
lution. A ballot was demanded and the 
committee was defeated, the solution 
being adopted by a large niedie.

“A resolution, “demandirg an amendment 
to the interstate commerce laws, prohibit- 
ing railroads from making discriminations 
in the matter of rates against veterans to 
future encampments, and another indors- 
ing a project for the establishment of a 
national university of patriotism, were re- 
ported upon adversely and its action was 
sustained. 

The matter of admitting to the Grand 
Army of the Republic members of the 
Sons of Veterans was reported favorably 
by the committee. 

The discussion of the resolution showed 
So much opposition, so that in order not 
to kiil it entirely, it was ‘referred to the 
committee on rules and regulations, to be 
reported upon at the tiurtieth national en- 
campment at St. Paul. 

An adverserreport Was rendered on the 
proposition to establish permanent head- 
Quarters for the organization, but for 
accepting an Offer to store the archives in 
indepenaence hall, Philadelphia. 

The report of the committee on rules and 
regulations was then taken up. It con- 
tained requests for changes in the exist- 
ing laws of the order. 

The list of offices for the ensuing year 
was completed by the selection of J. B. 
Whiting, of Wisconsin, as surgeon gen- 
eral, and T. C. Cliff, of Utah, as chap- 
lain. Then each department announced 
its member for the council of administra- 
tion, The ccmmander-in-chief, General 
Walker, of indianapolis, and his asso- 
Clates were installed with the usual ex- 
ercises and, at 2:30 o’clock, the encamp- 
ment adjourned sine die.

A PROMISED IMPROVEMENT 


In Trade Reported by Bradstreet’s This 
Week. 


New York, September 13.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say: 

“The week is characterized in trade cir- 
cles fy an unexpected, but no less pro- 
nounced, improvements south and south- 
west. fhis is reflected at the markets 
from which supplies are distributed to 
these regions. Relatively, unfavorable 
features are found in a quieter tone in dry 
goods jobbing circles; a check to season- 
able trade throughout the central west. 
due 4o the unusual heat; low prices for 
men’s wear woolens and an unsatisfactory 
outlook, due to depressed quotations 
abroad; only moderate orders for domestic 
woolen manufactures, cancellation of 
heavy Nebraska general merchandise or- 
ders at Chicago and the somewhat critical 
position of the American tin plate indus- 
try, owing to a heavy advance in prices of 
tin plate. z 

“At the south fall trade is opening up 
more freely than anticipated, with marked 
improvement in business and increased 
confidence as to the outlook at Jackson- 
ville, Atlanta and Augusta. The improve- 
ment in iron has had an influence at Bir- 
mingham and throughout tne tributary 
region, an evidence of which is found in 
the temporary inability of Birmingham 
wholesalers to meet the demand for hard- 
ware and groceries. 

“‘Aside from the firmness of cotton goods 
prices, which are a feature in trade circles 
north and east, the most conspicuous 
movement is continued activity in iron 
and steel, the highest quotations yet reach- 
ed having no effect in restricting the de- 
mand. ‘The present production of pig iron 
exceeds 200,000 tons weekly, the largest in 
our history, being more tnan 16,000,000 per 
annum. The lake cities reported an im- 
proved demand for general merchandise, 
stronger lake freights and a request for 
tonnage active. At Chicago relatively 
more orders are received from the south 
and southwest than ever beforé. Revised 
estimates from Texas point to only half a 
cotton crop, but trade is active and the 
outlook favorable because of a greater 
relative increase in the price of cotton than 
the reduction in the out-turn. The Louisi- 
ana Sugar crop is reported from 15 to 
20 per cent smaller than that of last year. 

“The gradual ‘:ncrease in the clearings 
during the past few weeks brings the ag- 
gregate nearly to the Diliion-dollar mark 
again, being 9¥%s,000,000, about 11 per cent

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NO DOUBT A CANARD 


An Attempt Made To Implicate Judge 
Bilbro in a Plot. 


HOWARD SAID TO BE IN DANGER 


The Old Jackaway Feud Still Burns, 
Trouble May Result at Ft. Payne 
from an Anonymous Card. 


Gadsden, Ala., September 13.—(Special.)— 
The Mountain Signal publishes to- 
cay an article from Fort Payne signed 
“Citizens,” Which says that there is a 
conspiracy on foot to take the life of Con- 
gressman Howard, from this district, for 
no other reason than that he is a populite 
and claims that Circuit Judge J. A. Bil- 
bro, of this city, and the DeKalb county 
golicitor are practically parties to the af- 
fair. 

Some time ago Howard and Postmaster 
Jackaway, of Fort Payne, and the families 
of each almost precipitated a riot because 
@ son of Jackaway read a school essay 
in which the private character of Howard 
was assailed. Howard’s brother and his 
wife thrashed young Jackaway, so the 
article seys, and were fined $10 each in 
the mayor’s court. At this trial it is 
charged that Jackaway and his crowd came 
very near starting a row and that pistols 
were drawn by both sides. Judge Bilbro, 
who was holding court at that time, had 
the participants brought before him and 
exacted promises that no mere fighting 
srould be done. 

The writer of the article in The Signal 
gays that shortly after the trial the Jack- 
aways atiacked W. N. Ewing on the 
streets of Fort Payne and with deadly 
weapons beat him into insensibility be- 
cause he was Howard's law puaitner. The 
grand jury found indictments against three 
of the Jackaways for the assault on kw- 
ing, and it is there that the paper imputes 
bai motives to Judge Bilbro by saying 
that he allowed the case against the elder 
Jackaway to be nol prossed and the boys 
to be let off by a $Q@ fine each and by al- 
lowing an indictment to be found against 
Congressman Howard for carrying con- 
cealed weapons at the mayor's court when 
his wife and brother were arrested, but 
none was found against the Jackaways. 
The article also charges Jackaway with 
being an adulterer, saying that he betrayed 
@ pure young girl and lived in open adul- 
tery with her for years, raising up a fam- 
ily, and that “he was one of Denson's 
henchmen and resorted to every sort of lie 
and political trick to defeat our candi- 
date.’’ 

The article also says that “the county 
golicitor of DeKalb county openly pro- 
clainys on the streets of Fort Payne that 
Jackaway ought to take a shotgun and 
skcot Howard down like a dog and that he 
would never be punished if he did.” 

The Signal gives editorial indorsement 
to the charg®s and expresses astonishment 
that the “amiable, pious Judge Lilbro 
should have allowed himself to be made a 
party to such shameful proceedings.” 

Judge Bilbro is one of tiie purest men in 
Alabama and so far as he is concerned 
the whole thing is a fraud. The Jacka- 
Ways are among the most respectable peo- ; 
ple in Alabama and the charges made 
against them are not credited. They are 
game, however. 
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THE G. A. R. COLONY. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, One of the Prime 
ac) Movers, Tells of It. 
Montgomery, Ala., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mr. P. H. Fitzgerald, of Indiana, 
the head and shoulders of the big colony 
which is being located in south Georgia, 
passed through the city Thursday night 
en route from Indiana to Abbeville, Ga. 
He is an unpretentious looking little man 
with a large head and bright cyes. The 
success of his big undertaking has shown 
that his large head is well supplied with 
gray matter. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was asked about his colo- 
ny. “I am now on my way to Abbeville, 
Ga.,”” he said, ‘“‘where ex-Governor North- 
€n will join me and we will proceed with- 
out delay to close the contracts for the 
100,000 acrés of land in Irwin and Wilcox 
counties. This scheme was started, you 
know, about a year ago by Governor 
Northen and myself among the Grand Ar- 
my of the Republic men of Indiana. It 
Outgrew our most sanguine expectations 
and has branched out over Indiana, Illi- 
mois, Iowa, Nebraska and other north- 
Western states. Only about one-third of 
our present colony are Grand Army of the 
Republic men. 

“Our plan has been this: We formed a 
company with a capital stock of $500,000 
with shares at $10 each. We then pur- 
chased the 100,000 acres paying an average 
of $3.50 per acre for it. It took $350,000, 
therefore, to buy our land, which leaves us 
$150,000 with which to build the little city 
‘Northen,’ which we propose to establish 
right away. *Northen’ will be situated near 
the dividing line between Irwin and Wil- 
cox counties on a branch road which runs 
from Abbeville. I expect to buy the branch 
road while there on this trip. 

“The colony will arrive the latter part 
of next month. There will be 12,000 families, 
or about 55,000 people in all, coming from 
the different states I have mentioned. 
Most of them are able to take care of 
themselves, being comfortably provided 
with worldly goods. Most of the men 
are farmers who have become eiiscouraged 
with the uncertain crops and trying cli- 
mate of the northwest and who are de- 
termined to see what hard work and good 
farming methods will accomplish in the 
sunny south. There are also many skilled 
mechanics and good workmen at the dif- 
ferent trades in the colony. A factory for 
the building of railroad flatcars will be 
established as soon as the colony is lo- 
tated and we have 125 of Pullman’s most 
accomplished workmen along to operate 
it. I believe the colony. will be a great 
Success. As soon as it is working success. 
fully I shall turn my attention to Alaba- 
‘ma. Your state is already weil known in 
the northwest and I am confident a simi- 
lar colony could be located in Alabama 
with very small effort, especially when 
good reports go home from the Georgia 
colony.”’

ADVISES THE USE OF FORCE. 


Colonel Troy Says That Fraud Must 


Be Prevented at Any Cost. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Captain Kolb’s paper, The Birming- 
ham Tribune, published a letter from Colo- 
nel D. S. Troy, of Montgomery, which ac- 
cording to the editor of that organ, is an 
“epoch maker.” Colonel Troy is one of 
the most distinguished lawyers in that 
State. He has long been prominent in Ala- 
bama democratic politics and a few months 
ago, when he went over to the populists, a 
Sensation was created. Colonel Troy's 
chief grievance against his old party is 
their alleged unfair electiog methods. Ina 
recent communication he recommended that 
if in the next election it became apparent 
that no other means would bring about a 
fair election and an _ honest count, 
physical force should be employed. ‘‘How 
may physical force be lawfully used to se- 
cure honest election?’ was the next ques- 
tion propounded to him. In his letter to 
The Tribune he undertakes to make an- 
swer. He says: 

“Whatever force is necessary to stop the 
election and prevent its being held until an 
intelligent representative of the opposition 
is placed on the board of inspectors, 
ought to be used, even though it cost the 
life of one or all of the three inspectors, | 
and of the sheriff or his deputy. If blood 
is shed it will be on the hwgnds of those 
who are banded together to violate the law 
and not on those who are seeKing to pre- 
vent its violation. The law has not been 
able to prevent the commission of larceny, 
burglary, rape, murder and other high 
crimes, and the law may never be able to 
prevent all fraud in elections, but in any 
community where there is a handful of 
citizens worthy of freedom the public de- 
bauching and prostitution of the elective 
franchise can be, and ought to be prevent- 
ed. The people have not been properly ad- 
vised as to what are their rights and duties 
in this matter.” ) 

Colonel Troy then explains in detail the 
failure of the law to provide a means of 
conviction and a remedy.

The 
ball struck her in the right side, passed 
through the body and broke a rib in com- 
ing out the left side. 

Bryant denies that he shot his wife and 
says he knew nothing of the shooting un- 
til this morning. He claims to have been 
at church last night, and then went to a 
“sitting up,’’ where he spent the remainder 
of the night. Adams says he knows nothing 
of the shooting. It is alleged that Bryant 
shot his wife with Adams's pistol. lt is 
thought that the woman will die. 

The Bond Commission.

Matters Preliminary. 

In all quarters of the town things are 
beginning to look livelier than ever, and 
they were lively enough before.

It is to be regretted that Lord Dun- 
raven withdrew the Valkyrie from the 
ece after the start on Thursday.

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A Wreck on Life’s Ocean. 

The death of John N. Reynolds in the 
Kansas insane asylum recalls a sad 
story. 

Reynolds was a man of ability, and 
many regarded him as a genius. Hand- 
Some, magnetic, and gifted with elo- 
quence, he became a popular minister 
early in life. But he was easily tempted, 
and in a moment of weakness he trans- 
gressed the law and was sent to the 
Iowa state prison. When he was re- 
leased he returned to the pulpit as a 
revivalist, and met with great success in 
his labors. 

Again the unfortunate man fell into 
evil ways and this time he was sent to 
the Kansas penitentiary. He had so 
many friends and sympathizers, hovw- 


} ever, that while still a convict he re. 
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paign advertised him throughout the 
country. Coming out of prison he 
abandoned the ministry and tried to 
make money out of his record. He 
wrote a book on his life in two prisons 
entitled “Twin Hells,” and fitted up a 
stylish equipage and’ sold the volume 
on the streets of numerous western and 
southern towns. 

The ex-preacher in convict stripes be- 
came widely known and he made money 
rapidly selling his book and lecturing, 
but his tortured and overworked brain 
gave way, and the poor fellow was 
sent to an asylum, where he spent his 
remaining years under the delusion that 
he was a preacher, lecturer and sales- 
man. He spoke day and night until 
quieted by opiates, and finally these 
ceased to be of any use, and death 
came to his relief.

A Telephone Newspaper. 

In Buda Pesth there is a novel newspa- 
per with 6,000 subscribers called The 
Telephone Herald. A correspondent of 
The London Chronicle thus describes it: 


While I was dressing the hotel servant 
knocked at my door and asked if I wanted 
the telephone paper. He then handed me 
two receivers about the size of a pocket 
watch, attached to long cords, which can 
be fastened to the bed or armchair to suit 
one’s convenience. ‘“‘The newspaper will 
begin to speak directly,’’ remarked the ser- 
vant, “and will go on speaking until late 
in the evening. We don’t charge our visi- 
tors anything for it, as it only costs us a 
penny a day.” * * * It was precisely half- 
past 8 o’clock as I put the receivers to my 
ears and the day’s work commenced for 
the newspaper. It began by transmitting 
the telegrams received in the night from 
Europe and America in a clear sonorous 
tone, quite free from the nasal twang of 
the ordinary telephone. This went on till 
a quarter to 9 o’clock, after which followed 
the daily calendar with metropolitan news, 
and the list of strangers who had arrived 
at Buda-Pesth up to the previous night. - 


The Herald has several editors and 
about forty reporters, and sends out 
twenty-eight editions daily. After the 
copy has been revised, copied and reg- 
istered, it is handed to the speaker at 
the telephone. The correspondent says: 


Ten men with strong voices and clear ar- 
ticulation act as “‘speakers’”’ and take their 
turn in shifts of two at a time. One of 
these speaks a series of items, but for no 
longer than eight or ten minutes, and every 
new item in introduced by the word “new” 
Herr Friedmann, the Vienna “Hirmondo” 
correspondent, telephones the Furopean 
news in six installments during the day, 
and without limitation in case of emerger- 
cy. A remarkable emergency signal has 
been lately contrived by M. Szvetic, the 
head of the technical department, an in- 
vention the more ingenious as the sub- 
scriber is connected with nothing like a 
regular telephone, but only with two re- 
ceivers. A shrill trumpet-like biast, audi- 
ble in the whole room without connection 
with the receiver, sounds from both of 
them, warning the subscriber, if he be not 
at the time listening to the news, that an 
important event is about to be read. The 
technical organization is admirably in- 
structive and unique. The 6,000 subscribers 
are served by one wire, measuring 168 miles 


in length, and running alon ; 
. & the windows 
of the subscribers. Each subscriber forms’ 


a “Station,’”” and a separate line is con- 
nected with each station by means of a 
special aparatus, so that the main line is 
not affected if there is a block at one of the 
stations. The main line has a resistance of 
100,000 ohms, and the two receivers ‘are 


placed in the third circuit, where there are

with those five volts an Edison phonograph 
is audible for a distance as long as that 
between Buda-Pesth and Prague. The micro- 
phone plays a great part in the scheme, 
the voice of the speaker,before reaching the 
telephonic circuit, being first conducted into 
the microphone, thereby gaining consider- 
able in volume. 

Each subscriber has a card telling 
him at what hours the news will be 
ready. Toward evening when the rush 
of news slackens The Herald serves 
music to its subscribers. 

All this is for a penny a day. The 
printed newspapers in Buda Pesth at 
first fought this talking newspaper, but 
they are now on very good terms with 
it. The Herald has won a place and is 
there to stay.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In his old age, and while on what is ex- 
pected to be his deathbed, George Augus- 
tus Sala’s creditors have forced him into 
bankruptcy, and a receiver has been ap- 
pointed to take charge of his effects. A 
few days ago it was announced in the 
London press that “G. A. 8.’’ was having 
his famous reference library sold. This 
act was made necessary by the long: iil- 
ness to which che editor of The Daily Tele- 
graph has been a victim. The library, 
probably the best journalistic collection 
in the world, realized a smali sum. The 
largest price at the sale, $50, was paid for 
a curious volume, “Glasse’s Art of Cook- 
ery Made Plain and Easy,’’ published in 
1747. No man has worked harder than 
“G. A. 8.,”" and his career exemplifies the 
uncertainties of journalistic work and 
fame. The dispersal of such a collection 
of volumes made by such a man is an 
altogether melancholy thing. 


Mr. H. M. Stanley’s maiden speech is 
described as celivered with easy confi- 
dence and as evidently unprepared; his 
smile was pleasant, the tinge of Amersgan- 
ism in his accent threw his individuality 
into a sort of relief, while his quietly as- 
sured self-confidence interested the mem- 
bers. On the other hand, his own party 
journals, while admitting that his manner 
was excellent, say the matter of his speech 
was not judiciously chosen for the reason 
that he managed to offend the imperialists, 
who desire to reconquer the Soudan, and 
those who wish to evacuate Egypt be- 
Cause it is a source of weakness to the 
empire. 


During a thunderstorm, it is pointed out, 
the inhabitants of houses should not re- 
main in the kitchen or other room where 
a fire is burning in the grate, as the heat- 
ed gases from the chimney top provide 
a line of least resistance, and this is so 
whether the house be provided with light- 
hing rods or not.

The Spanish idea that the Cubans are 
good for nothing except to pay taxes dies 
hard, but its course is nearly run.

1,900 are over 250 acres in extent, and most 
of them are worked by their owners. By 
their great technical knowledge of their 
business and the gradual change from 
growing grain to breeding cattle and dairy 
farming the Danish farmers have suffered 
less from trans-Atlantic competition than 
those of any other European country. 


The Bondage of the Treasury. 


From The New York World. 

The treasury gold reserve is again below 
the hundred-million mark. Everybody is 
waiting to know what the syndicate bank- 
ers are going to do about it. 

This is an extraordinary spectacle and 
one humiliating to every citizen. But it 
is one with which the country has grown 
familiar during the last six months. 

For half a year the greatest nation in 
the world, the one richest in material re- 
sources, has been helplessly depending for 
the solvency of its treasury upon the grace 
and good offices of two Wall street: bank- 
ers and their unknown partners in specula- 
tion. Apparently without even so much 
as a binding contract to compel them, the 
treasury has depended like a poor relation 
upon these two men to furnish it with the 
means of meeung its obligations. 

This is a complete reversal of the natural 
order. It is the business of the govern- 
ment, in financial affairs, to protect the 
citizen against conditions of danger. In 
this case it is the citizen who has been 
expected to protect the government. It is 
a very shameful and humbling situation. 

The bankers have made a good thing out 
of it, of course. But so much the worse. 
They were permitted. to make many mil- 
lions by taking at 10444 more than three- 
score millions of bonds worth 120 in the 
open market. In return they agreed to 
protect the treasury reserve so far as they 
conveniently could, but only so far, until 
the ist of October. 

They have done this fairly well. But 
the term of this quasi! contract is now 
nearly run out. What is to happen then? 

The treasury will be as helpless as ever. 
It will have no banker guardians to make 
good its deficiencies. On the contrary, 
the very men who for half a year have 
kept its gold reserve good wili_have every 
inducement of self-interest to deplete it as 
rapidiy as possible. They have demon.- 
strated fo themselves their ability to con- 
trol the exchange market as they please. 
They have made an enormous profit upon 
one bond issue with a grandmotherly pro- 
tective function attached. Why should 
they not now proceed to compel another 
bond issue and secure an equally profit- 
able guardianship of the treasury for anh- 
other term? 

They have shown that they can arbitra- 
rily keep the rate of exchange above the 
goid-shipping point. When the period ex- 
pires during which they had to 
protect the reserve, they have only to keep 
up the price of sterling bills in order to 
run the reserve down to a point where the 
treasury will have to invoke their protec- 
tion again and purchase it at an extrava- 
gant price.

Arrive Here Today. 


THEY COME TO THE EXPOSITION 


A Government Representative Sent 
Here To See That They Do Not Vi- 
olate the Immigration Law. 


The most strising international phase of 
Atlanta’s great exposition will be the Chi- 
nese colony which will arrive in the city 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Already the government has been alarm- 
ed at the loophole through which thou- 
sands of Chinese may be rushed into the 
United States, and the worst of it is that 
scarcely any law can prevent it. 

It may be recalled that when the At- 
lanta exposition was first suggested a 
prominent Chinaman in New York at once 
began the negotiations for a concession on 
the grounds. They went about it in a 
manner pecullar to Mongolian character 
and proved that they were equal to man- 
aging their own business without the aid 
of the white man. In the dying days of 
the last congress a simple resolution was 
passed permitting the entrance in this 
country of a number of Chinamen to make 
an exhibit at the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition. Singularly enough 
this grant gave a monopoly to Kee Ow 
Yang to carry on this business and it was 
not until the arrival of 200 of these 
people on the Pacific coast that the discov- 
ery was made that under the resolution 
the number to be imported was without 
limit. It was then that the government 
Officials awoke to the fact that all the 
legislation for the exclusion of Chinese in 
the United States had been practically re- 
pealed and that the holder of the fran- 
chise could carry on the business of im- 
porting laborers to his heart’s content. 

It was then recalled that the’ resolution 
passed by congress empowering Kee Ow 
Yang to bring in his countrymen had be- 
come a law before that sly gentleman had 
even obtained his concession from the 
exposition directors. He took good care, 
however, to keep his plan secret until he 
had applied for and obtained the conces- 
sion. The nature of the concession itself 
is like the resolution admitting the China- 
men. These can be present in any num- 
ber and they can carry on any and all 
kinds of business that may occur to them, 
from a theater to a joss house or a chop- 
stick shop. Immediately after getting the 
cencession Kee Ow Yang gave out the in- 
timation to his friends here that they could 
have $20 for every order they would send 
him for a Chinese laborer and that those 
wanting to engage such labor could ob- 
tain it at $200 per head. 


has become particularly alarmed. The 
arrival of twenty or thirty actors would 
not be noticed but when they come in 
gangs of 250 with more in the rear, it is 
seen that the holders of the new franchise 
are awakening to its value. 

Those who are acquainted with the mode 
of operations see that the plan will be to 


-. let the imported Chinamen remain on the 


exposition grounds for a week or ten days, 
when they will be. smuggled away and 
others will take their places. ‘he disap- 
pearing ones go to fill the orders for la- 
borers. The government, through its offi- 
cers, will insist upon the same number 
of Chinamen returning, but when the ships 
start out from Victoria or from San Fran- 
cisco it will be found that it has not the 
same men bound homeward. Every China- 
man feels under religious obligations to re- 
turn every four or five years. The Six 
Companies will see to it that the number 
of returning Chinamen will be filled up 
from the ranks of those who have already 
been in the country for years. 

Yet another feature which is said 
to be peculiar is that the gang now coming 
to Atlanta contains in its midst thirty- 
five women. When it is recalled that 
out of the 10,du. Chinese in New York city 
there are only twenty-one women, the 
significance of this statement will be ap- 
preciated. : 

The resiaent Chinamen and the advance 
guard who are to come here are greatly 
excited over the action taken by the gov- 
ernment in watching the progress of the 
newcomers. They all seem to be fully 
informed as to what is going on. There 
was quite a flurry among them yesterday 
when they discovered the presence in the 
city of Hon. J. T. Scharf, who is the gov- 
ernment expert to keep track of the Mon- 
golian ‘trickery. Mr. Scharf has for a 
number of years been employed by the 
government to watch Chinese resorts and 
to protect the people from the trickery 
which these people would palm off on 
them. In view of the wholesale immigra- 
tion of the Chinamen to this city the 
government thought it best to send Mr”. 
Scharf here, and he will remain dur‘ag 
the entire exposition for the purpose of 
watching the movements of the mysteri- 
ous colony. His duty will be a compiex 
one, as it will He to prevent the substitu- 
tion of resident Chinamen from returning 
to China instead of those who have just 
come. It was wonderful to see how well 
known he was to every Chinaman in the 
city, and they gathered about in groups 
and watched him as he passed down the 
street. 

Mr. Scharf is an elegant gentleman. He 
is a native of Maryland, of which state he 
has written a history. He has written 
several other books and is well known in 
the newspaper circles as a thoroughly in- 
formed man and one who knows what he 
is doing .

Opening Up the Foreign Exhibits for 
the ‘First Time. 


PROGRESS OF THE WORK

Chevalier Macchi Receives a Cable- 
grain Bringing Good News—The 
Fish Arrive on the Scene. 


The unpacking of foreign exhibits began 


yesterday for the first time. 

Under the supervision of the customs de- 
partment the exhibitors from abroad were 
busy all day opening up the wealth of 
curious and valuable objects. 

Venetian glassware, Italian 
hand-carved furniture, antique and inlaid, 
from Milan, tapestries, and all other for- 
eign objects, were dipped into during the 
day and pulled out to be placed in their re- 
spective departments. 

There has been delay up to this time in 
unpacking of the exhibits from abroad. 
This was due to the action of the exhib- 
itors, who objected to the opening of;the 
goods because of the lack of sufficient 
police protection and the delay in lighting 
the manufactures and liberal arts hall, in 
which place the forcign display is made. 
The department of customs has been ready. 
They have been ready in spite of the fact 
that the building which was to be provided 
for them has not yet been constructed. 
Mr. Donaldson and Inspector Macatee have 
taken temporary headquarters in that uni- 
versal rendezvous, the fire building. Here 
the force of the customs department is 
summoned every morning and all orders 
eminate therefrom. There is a pile of lum- 
ber at the lower end of the mineral and 
forestry hall. This is the material - with 
which the customs house will be construct- 
ed. 

The customs officials, however, have 
waited for nothing and for the past week 
have been ready to inspect the foreign ex- 
hibits. 

This morning the unpacking of the goods 
from across the water will begin in earn- 
est and the manufactures and liberal arts 
building will be a scene of rush and work.

The Georgia state building has been com- 
pleted, but there is a woeful scarcity of ex- 
hibits thus far. In fact, this is the only 
building on tke ground in which an exhibit 
has not been placed. It will be in shape, 
however, next week. 

When the Fog Bell Sounds. 

The most genuinely jubilant sound on 
opening day will come from a stand in the 
government building, placed by Mr. Lup- 
ton, of the treasury department. 

At noon on the 18th the people of Mariet- 
ta and Decatur will be startled by the deep 
voice of this fog bell, and above the ring- 
ing of the chimes, the clamor and the tu- 
mult the heavy sound of the ominous 
fog bell will float in awful jubilee. 

The Life Saving Service. 

Under the supervision of Mr. Lrupton, 
who is in charge of the treasury depart- 
ment, a most interesting exhibit has been 
erected on the banks of Clara Meer. 

This is a government side show, but it 
will cost nothing extra. Here a quaint 
little boathouse has been built expressly 
for @e purpose of sheltering the life sav- 
ing crew, which will be stationed. there. 
This place will be thoroughly equipped. 
It is the first time that a real crew has 
been detailed by the government for ex- 
position work. Once a day the people will 
see a drill, the equal of which cannot bé 
seen in any other country. 

A most realistic exhibition of the methods 
used in the life saving service will be put 
on. In the middle of the lake a mast has 
been erected with all necessary sparring, 
rigging and ropes, representing a wreck. 
Then the rockets will be shot, the life line 
will go out and the boat pulled to the res- 


cue, 
’Gators for the Lake,

In front of the government 
building there are two of them which are, 
apparently, just ready to step off their 
pedestals into space—and come down with 
a resounding crash on the gravel walk. 

The Fames still lie in dolce far niente 
attitudes by the Georgia state building, 
and there is a new pedestal going up in 
front of the art building. On it will be 
‘mounted a great gilt eagle, now in the ro- 
tunda of the art building. This eagle will 
be the most noticeable thing in the pano- 
rama of the grounds. 


The Griffins still sit in a grinning row 
on the edge of the bank behind the manu- 
factures. building, waiting, apparently, for 
some one to come along and write words 
of praise on the shields which they hold. 

There’s a murmur of trains in the fara- 
way; there’s a flutter of rates in the air, 
for all of our cousins are coming to stay 
in Atlanta to see the fair.

After you have climbed over 
Mr. Felder’s ticket boxes, which are stack- 
ed nip in the way, and got around some 
des.s, propped up on stools, you will find 
Messrs. Macatee and Donaldson very plcase- 
ant gentlemen, but its a hard job to get to 
them. The customs department in an in- 
ternational exhibition of this kind is a 
very important department. There are so 
many goods coming in which are commer- 
cial in character, all of which have to be 
bonded to Atlanta. If any are sold the 
duty has to be paid on them then and 
there, and so it makes a good deal of work 
and trouble, too, for the.Chinese importers. 
I saw one the other day trying to make the 
inspector understand him. He was pictur- 
esque but couldn’t get plain English. 


The official photographer is at work in 
the tin type gallery down by San Salva- 
dor, taking pictures for passes. There are 
lots of them to be taken, and the problem 
is to get people’s faces so that they will 
be easily recognized on the pass. The gate 
keépers are all fine men, but they can't 
all. be expected to recognize the holder of 
a pass, if the photograph thereon repre- 
sents him in costume other than that which 
he ordinarily wears.

WAS BASS ROBBED? 


HIS ATTORNEYS SAY HE HAD! 
$250 BEFORE THE MURDER. 


That He Was Robbed Seems To Be an | 


After-Thought, It Being Claimed 
That He Was Not Heretofore.

Bass was robbed of a large sum of money 
on the morning he was murdered over two 
weeks ago is being industriously circu- 
lated through the city. The rumor seems 
to be an afterthought of the Bass murder 
case, little having been said of the com- 
mission man’s having any money on his 
person when he was found fatally wounded 
on Friday morning August 30th. 

Colonel T. W. Rucker and Mr. Charles 
Camp, attorneys for the Bass family in 
the case, were ,asked about the matter 
yesterday and they said that it was known 
that Bass had about $2530 on the day be- 
fore he was murdered, which amount has 
not yet been accounted for. They say 
that Bass had at least that much money 
and that it mysteriously disappeared some 
time about the day of the killing. 

At the time of the killing and for several 
days thereafter it was openly stated by 
those in a position to know that Bass was 
not robbed. The sole claim was that he 
was murdered as a part of a conspiracy 
against him’ and not for the purpose of 
robbery. 

Nothing has been made public by the 
officers working on the case and it begins 
to look as if the dark affair is destined to 
remain so for some time. Several public 
and private detectives have began working 
on the case since the day of the murder 
but from what can be learned the mur- 
der remains as deep a mystery as ever.

Freres had ordered $2,300,000 of the metal 
at the subtreasury for export the street 
settled down to the pneMef that there had 
been a rupture of the syndicate. The syn- 
dicate has been the mainstay of the gov- 
ernment in the way of keeping up the gold 
reserve, and consequently holders of stocks 
with slender margins.made a rush to sell, 
Prices dropped % to 3% per cent, Sugar, 
the Grangers, Tennessee Coal and Iron, 
the Southwesterns, Louisville and Nash- 
ville and Big Four leading the downward 
movement. It was reported that one of 
the New England concerns organized for 
the purpose of trading in stocks had been 
compelled to liquidate.

J. Pierpont Morgan, in an interview, stat- 
ed that there had been no rupture of the 
bond syndicate, and that its members will 
continue to assist the government in main- 
taining its gold balance. Mr. Morgan's 
statement was backed up by the deposit of 
$2,400,000 gold by downtown national banks, 
for which greenbacks were given in return.

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DREW HIS GUN. 


-E. ¢. Allen, a Commission Merchant, 


Attempted To Kill His Friend. 


‘ALLEN RELEASED LAST NIGHT 


He Was Arrested on a Warrant Charg- 
ing Him with Assault with At- 
tempt To Murder. 


E. C. Allen, formerly a commission 
dealer on South Broad street, was detained 
several hours last night at the police 
Station. Later in the night, however, he 
was released on his own recognizance. 

He was charged with assault with at- 
tempt to murder and the warrant was 
takén out by Mr. J. C. Coleman, a com- 
mission man on North Broad street. The 
Warrant was issued from the justice court 
of Judge Landrum yesterday morning and 
later in the day was served on Mr. Allea. 

Just after dark Thursday night Mr. 
Coleman claims that Allen made a,despe- 
rate attempt upon his life and that he 
escaped death only by seizing the pistol of 
Allen and throwing him to the street and 
then running for his life. 

“Thursday afternoon I noticed Mr. Allen 
standing near my place of business at 44 
North Broad street,’’ says Mr. Coleman. 
“Having known him for years and being 
on the best of terms with him, I paid no 
attention to his action, which under other 
circumstances would have excited my sus- 
picion, He hung about my store for several 
hours and appeared to be watching my 
every movement. 

“Just after. dark and about 7 o’clock I 
closed my store for the night and started 
to go up to my room, which is located 
over the courtroom of Judge Landrum. 
Standing at the foot of the steps: I saw 
Mr. Allen. He had his haa pulled down 
over his eyes and evidently tried to escape 
my notice. I did not recognize him until I 
was- in about one step of him. Then it 
was that I saw who it was. I stopped and 
said: ‘Hello.’ He made a motion which I 
thought was to shake hands with me and I 
extend@d my hand. 

“Like a flash he threw his hand toward 
me and under the elegtric lignt f saw a 
gleaming pistol barrel. At iny. breast he 
pointed the deadly weapon, but before he 
could pull the trigger I grabbed his and 
with all my might threw him from me. 
He went reeling into the street several feet 
away and the force of my effurt threw me 
to the sidewalk. Regaining my feet I hur- 
ried on to find a policeman. I walked down 
to Marietta street, and finding no officer, 
started back to the Elkin-Watson drug 
store. I found an officer and we started 
back to find Allen. We looked in the bar- 
rooms and barber shops but could not find 
him. In a few moments some one ran to 
me and said that Allen had been caught 
at the corner of Broad and Marietta streets 
in front of the drug store. 

‘Allen had walked down the street with 
the pistol in his hand looking for me. At 


_the corner of the street he had stopped and 


was waiting for me, so he stated to the 
policeman who made the arrest.

“DR.” McKEY BOUND OVER FOR 
CHEATING AND SWINDLING. 


He Loaned a Negro Woman Nineteen 
Dollars and Collected Sixty-Three 
Dollars in Seven Months. 


“Dr.” J. T. McKey was bound over yes- 
terday in the sum of $100 by Justice Blood- 
worth on the charge of cheating and swind- 
ling, which was preferred by Susan Quater- 
man, @ negro woman. 

The charge of cheating and swindling is 
one which, in this case, covers a multitude 
of transactions that the presiding justice 
seems to have regarded as decidedly not in 
keeping with the law. 

The principal facts in the case are that, 
according to the woman’s story and re- 
ceipts. produced by her, she borrowed $19 
from McKéy seven months ago and has 
since then paid him $63. 

In producing the receints the woman 
Stated that there were other receipts but 
that she had lost them. In other words, 
the receipts alone accepted as evidence, 
McKey has forced the negro woman to pay 
him $44 in interest in seven months, or 
more than $6°a month on $19. 

On one of the receipts shown by the 
woman there is an éntry made in April in 
which it is stated that there is only 70 cents 
balance still due. Yet the next receipt is 
for $9.45 and the debt is left still standing 
and the mortgage is not canceled. , 

It seems that the woman some time ago 
obtained a judgment for $23 against Mc- 
Key and yesterday, in the presence of 
Justice Bloodworth, McKey offered to 
cancel the mortgage if she would not 
press the judgment. 

This is but one of the few cases that 
come to light. A gentleman who heard the 
case said: 

‘“T have heard of worse cases than this. 
I once attended a justice court where just 
such a money lender was being sued. The 
original -amount was $6 and the woman 
had, in the course of two years, paid $61, 
owed $9 overdue interest and $6 principal.”

TRAUD 1S ALLEGED 


Thomas Hanlon Has Entered Suit 
Against His Brothers. 


OVER VALUABLE PROPERTY 


Some Shady Transactions Charged 
Against Joseph Hanlon—Other 
Courthouse News. 


The story of the alleged dishonesty of a 
brother is brought out in the suit that 
Thomas Hanlon filed yesterday morning 
against his brothers, Joseph Hanlon and 
Patrick Hanlon, and R. W. McCown, Vic- 
toria Kiley and Katie Ducket, heirs-at-law 
of Mary McCown, deceased. 

In the petition it is claimed that Patrick 
Hanlon is now in possession of that piece 
of property known as 186 Luckie street, 
and is holding it in an illegal manner and 
refuses to give it up. The petition al- 
leges that on May 13, 1893, Thomas Hanlon 
purchased the property from Mrs. Susan 
Clince, who gave him a warranty deed. 
Thereupon he went to his brother, Pat, 
who told him that he, the said Pat, had 
purchased it from his brother, Joseph. 

Thomas alleges that on December 31, 
1872, Mrs. Clince purchased fhe property 
from Mrs. Marty McCown. The purchase, 
howeyer, petitioner alleges, was made by 
Joseph Hanlon, who acted for Mrs. Clince, 
who is the aunt of the three Hanlons. 
Thomas alleges that Joseph Hanlon in- 
serted his own name in the deed instead 
of that of Mrs. Clince’s—something which 
Mrs. Clince never knew. This deed was 
kept from record until 1893, 

In September, 1888, the property was 
sold by Joseph Hanlon to Patrick Hanlon, 
who, Thomas Hanlon claims, knew all of 
the facts in the case. Petitioner also says 
that he has understood that Joseph Han- 
lon claims to have instruments in writing 
signed by him in which all cmim to the 
property is relinquished. Petitioner ad- 
mits that he signed two papers upon dif- 
ferent occasions, but that both times he 
was intoxicated and does not remember 
what was in them. One of the signings 
occurred in Domini’s barroom. 

Now, petitioner wants legal reparation 
made him and wants the title straightened 
out and placed in Mrs. Clince’s name so 
that it may be properly transferred to him. 

In the Three Courts. 

Before Judge Lumpkin yesterday Otto 
Feil took the oath that is prescribed for 
the naturalization process. He is now a 
citizen of the United States, full fledged 
and presumably patriotic. 

The case of Newton against Hatcher was 
in nearing yesterday before Judge Lump- 
kin. The suit is one in which Fulton 
county is involved. Several cays will be 
taken up with the hearing of' this case. 

William W. Davies, auditor in the case 
of Chamberlin, Johnson & Co., et al., 
against Joel Edmunds & Co., filed his re- 
port yesterday, and it was made the ver- 
dict of a jury. The report apportions the 
money out to the creditors. 

In Judge Van Epp’s court the suit of 
Traynham against the Atlanta Consolidat- 
ed Street Railway Company iis still in 
hearing. Judge Van Epps will charge the 
jury this morning and a verdict will prob- 
ably be obtained today. 

Several suits were disposed of before 
Judge Westmoreland yesterday. Today 
the Greek war will probably be taken up 
in chambers. Some time ago several Greeks 
disagreed and became involved in undigni- 
fied movements which were construed as 
fighting by the police.
